“ When buy ing Yellow Jersey sweet 
potato seed, the grower should

Certified seed sweet potatoes are ob­ 
tained 
from

slight infection of scurf and stem rot, 
t» r none at all. 
These two diseases 
i are transm itted in the plant-bed from 
diseased potatoes to sprouts, and are 
carried to the field on the latter. 


Di seases Cause Loss. 
Severely diseased seed potatoes may 
result in 50 to 100 per cent of diseased 
sprouts. 
In case of stem rot, a high 
percentage of the plants die soon aft­ 
er they are reset in tlie field, as well 
as during the summer.

of Jersey varieties 
which are more resistant to stem rot 
than others produce 25 to 100 bushels 
per acre more than the very suscep­ 
tible ones. 
Difference in Production. 
“On the same soil there is a differ­ 
ence in the production of lied Jersey . 
V in el ess Yellow Jersey , Gold Skin, and 
other Jersey strains. 
T h a t is. the Red 
Jersey sometimes produces better than 
the Yellow Jersey stra ins on low sandy 
loam areas, while the Yellow Jersey 
strains sometimes give the best pro­ 
duction **n high “s a s s a f r a s s ” sands. 
The proper use of the Je rse y varieties 
and 
strains will do much to improve 
the 
quality of the crop, as well as 
bring the production up to a profitable 
point, through the reduction of losses 
from disease.” 
The best time to procure a sufficient 
supply of good sweet potato seed i> 
at the digging season. 
Growers who 
failed to do this, and have not y et 
laid in their stock, are advised to ob­ 
tain a good supply now, and not wait 
until bedding time, wlu-k they may 
have to take any kind of seed they 
can get.

Milk Flow Is Continuous 
For many y ears it has been taught 
that milk is manufactured during the* 
process of milking and not collected 
in the udder. 
This was effectually 
disproved by the simple experiment 
of post-mortem milking at the federal 
dairy 
experiment 
farm, 
Bettsvllle. 
Md. 
T he udders of two cows were 
removed immediately a fter slaughter 
and found to contain 11 and 20 quarts 
respectively . 
This represented prac­ 
tically 85 per cent of their normal 
milk production. 
“These 
experiments 
prove 
quite 
conclusively that milk secretion is a 
continuous process," say s George H. 
Glover, Colorado Agricultural college. 
"A large proportion of the milk se­ 
cured a t any milking is collected and 
stored within the m am m ary gland be­ 
fore milking is commenced. 
F ur t h e r ­ 
more. th e liberation of milk from the 
udder does not depend upon a ner­ 
vous or mechanical stimulation, or in­ 
ternal muscular contractions. 
It is 
th us apparent that a phonograph is

hog produ cts In storage, the gen eral 
price lev el, gen eral bu sin ess 
con di­ 
tion s, an d tile prices of altern ativ e 
produ cts. 
The gen eral lev els of de­ 
man d. here an d abroad, are both im­ 
portan t, bu t ordin arily chan ge on ly 
slowly . 
Hog-Price Cy cle. 
The so-called “hog-price cy cle” was 
fou n d by the departmen t to be du e to 
the ten den cy of hog produ cers to ov er­ 
shoot the mark in in creasin g produ c­ 
tion when the relation of hog prices 
to corn prices was fav orable, an d to 
redu ce too mu ch when it was u n f av o r ­ 
able. 
This ex cessiv e reaction , say s 
the departmen t, resu lted from the ac­ 
cu mu lation of produ ction chan ges du r­ 
in g the in terv al before redu ced or in ­ 
creased breedin g began to offset m ar­ 
ket receipts an d prices. 
Cou plin g the corn -hog ratio, in dicat­ 
in g what chan ges were likely to occu r 
in breedin g, with other factors in di­ 
catin g chan ges in the weight of hogs 
an d the deman ds of the con su mers, 
the 
departmen t 
believ es

v ery 
good forecasts of hog prices cou ld 
hav e been made for the prewar period. 
Sin ce the war, 
howev er, con dition s 
hav e been so u n stable that the pu rely 
mathematical formu la has n ot giv en 
su ch satisfactory resu lts.

Vital Plan t Foods Lost 
When Straw Is Bu rn ed 
Some small grain farmers siill bu rn 
their straw stacks apparen tly u n a­ 
ware that straw is v alu able. 
Clean straw shou ld be u sed for bed­ 
din g when ev er possible. 
It may thu s ; 
add to the comfort of farm an imals 
an d later replen ish the soil by Its re­ 
tu rn to the lan d as man u re. It is real­ 
ized that more straw is produ ced on 
man y farms than can be u sed for this 
pu rpose. 
Where a large su rplu s of 
straw Is on han d it is sometimes de- 
j 
sirable to scatter it ov er the lan d, 
diskin g it in , an d plowin g it u n der as 
fertilizer. 
Sometimes soil moistu re is 
a limitin g factor an d mean s that the 
straw wou ld remain in the soil for a 
lon g time u n rotted. 
A good practice 
wou ld be to leav e the straw stack to 
ri» t an d later hau l the residu e to the 
lan d as man u re. 
It takes a y ear or 
more for the straw to rot, depen din g 
on the rain fall. 
The stack shou ld be 
located where it will n ot seriou sly in ­ 
terfere with cu ltu ral operation s.
